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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I and species indium tin oxide particle coated with 
inert substance amorphous indium oxide in the reply filed on February 27, 2009 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claim 20 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on February 27, 2009. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

4. Claims 1 -1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, lines 4-5, the phrase "heat-insulating fine particles covered with inert 
substance" renders claims indefinite. Which heat-insulating particles are considered as 
fine particles? What is fine? 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under 
section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application 
filed in the United States only if the international application designated the 
United States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

6. Claims 1-4, 10 and 14-19 are, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Fukatani et al (U. S. Patent 7,160,624 B2). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Fukatani et al disclose a laminated glass and an interlayer. The interlayer 
comprises: polyvinylbutyral resin, plasticizer and dispersion indium tin oxide in 
plasticizer having polyphosphate salt as dispersion stabilizer (Example 5, and col. 19, 
lines 24-35). All claimed properties not specifically disclosed are deemed to be inherent 
properties unless shown otherwise. 
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7. Claims 5-9 and 1 1-13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims are deemed allowable because art of record does not teach or suggest 
claimed inert compound coated heat-insulating particles.
